iT IS A WONDERFUL SCENE. 


GRAND PARADE OF NATIONS OF 
THE EARTH. 


One. of the Most Interesting Events in 
the History of St. Louis—Athletic 
Games Were Hotly Contest- 
ed by the Youngsters. 


The St. Louis Fair Grounds looked like a 
bit of the entire world Saturday, with the 
streets of all nations, the Midway and a 
congress of all the peoples of the earta 
added. 

The whole place swarmed with miniature 
representations of the inhabitants of every 
known land, with some that never were or 
never will be known. 

There were §&,000 of them, all children 
from the St. Louis schools, and they made 
the Dig place a world of color and IHIfe, 
étrange and fascinating. Everywhere there 
were little faces beneath strange head- 
dresses, and little figures in outre garb 


and queer habilaments, as well as hun- 
dreds of others in the dress of American 
echool boys and girls. 

The annual picnic of the Schoolteachers 
Annuity Fund caused this outpouring and 
the day, weather, attendance, features, 
success—all were away beyond expectations, 
The children swarmed to the north end of 
town almost from sunup—they had to start 
pretty early, as there were no cars that 
they could use except the Suburban and 
wagon transportation is slow. But by 
means of railroad trains and trucks and the 
like, even the Carondelet youngsters were 
able to reach the grounds, and they were 
as much in evidence as anybody.

A number of principals, teachers and jani- 
tors were busy at the Fair Grounds Friday 
looking after the cleaning and decorating 
of the booths and everything shows the 
greatest thoughtfulness in perfecting even 
the minutest edtalils. 

The amphitheater presents a beautiful ap- 
pearce. The entrances are appropriately 
draped in the national colors and old glory 
waves from the highest and most central 
point. the flagstaff over the pagoda. From 
this flagstaff radiate eight of 760 streamers 
in 15) different combinations, making a mag- 
nificent display of colors. These lines of 
streamers are at equa! distances apart and, 
Teaching out to the top of the structure, 
form a crown of color over the thousands 
of children that march under them. 

The superstructure of the pagoda is 
draped in red, white and blue bunting and 
national flags, the lower part of the struc- 
ture in red, white and blue, with a valance 
and curtains of the same at each pillar. The

SINKING OF THE T. P. LEATHERS 
Handsome Steamer a Wreck, but No 
Lives Were Lost. 

NBW ORLEANS, June 9.—While landing 
at Bougere Point, about forty miles 
this side vf Natchez, Miss.. her down 
trip the steamer T. P. Leathers struck a 
submerged stump, which tore a hole in 
her hull the size of a bale of cotton.

BRITISH ARE RE-ENFORCED. 


Disappearance of 3000 English Pris- 
oners Still Unaccounted for by 


Gen. Roberts. 


LONDON, June 9.—Gen. Forestier-Walker 
cables to the war office from Cape Town, 
under date of June 8, as follows: 

“‘Kelley-Kenny, at Bloemfontein, reports 
that the telegraph has been cut at Roode- 
val, north of Kroonstad, by a body af 
Boers, estimated to be 2000 strong, with six 
field guns. He is sending strong reinforce- 
ments to Kroonstad and I am reinforcing 
from Cape Colony. I hope the interruptian 
will be only temporary.”’ 

The last information received here shows 

President Steyn is at Bethlehem. He 
has a small band of desperate men with 
him, but the great body of the burghers in 
the northeast of the Orange river colony 
appear to be heartily sick of the war. 

The mystery envelaping the fate of the 
British prisoners at Waterval had not been 
explained officially at midnight. Gen, 
French ought to have reached Waterva!l 
Tuesday or Wednesday, and to have re- 
leased at least 3000 prisoners, if only 1000 
were carried east by the Boers. But Gen. 
Roberts has remained silent respecting this 
important detail. 

The motive of the Boers in taking off the 
prisoners is obviaus. While the prisoners 
are with them there will be less risk of 
starving out the Boers themselves by the 
seizure of Komati Poort or the investment 
of Lydenberg. They are hostages for the 
protection of the burghers against starva- 
tion and increase their resources for draw- 
ing the British government into negotia- 
tions of some kind. 

Rundle’s and Methuen’'s operations 
against President Steyn at Bethlehem re- 
main unexplained. A reconnoissance in 
force occurred on Tuesday and there was 
some skirmishing. 

A especial dispatch from Durban, Natal, 
says the Boers at Laing’s Nek, after an ac- 
tion fought Thursday, June 7, offered to 
surrender conditionally, but Gen. Buller re- 
plied that their surrender must be uncan- 
ditional.

Big Preparations at Philadelphia to 
. Receive Guests. 

PHTLADELPHIA, June 9.—It will cost 
the citizens of Philadelphia more than $200,- 
000 to have the henor of the Republican 
National Convention meeting and to proper- 
ly entertain the hosts of visitors expected 
during convention week. All the Repub- 
lican clubs in this city are making ex- 
tensive preparations to entertain the mem- 
bers of visiting clubs on a lavish scale. 
Kach local club has a certain number of 
out-of-town club men to look afte from 
the time they arrive to the mompnt of 
departure. 

The Leeds Club of this city has¥oppro- 
priated $5000, which it will expend in en- 
tertaining the Blaine Club of Cincinnati. 
The main feature of its entertainment will 
be a banquet, to which many leaders of 
the Repubiican party have been invitd.

GAS AND PETROLEUM FOUND. 


Discoveries in Oklahoma That May 
Lead to a Boom. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., June 9.—The discovery 
of natural gas and petroleum near Granite 
has caused excitement among the prospec- 
tors in western Oklahoma. Granite is in 
eastern Greer County, near Red river, 
and is on the line of the southwestern ex- 


tension of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pa- 
cific Railroad. 

Men, while digging a well on the farm of 
H. L. Armstrong, about a mile northeast 
of Headquarters mountain, found gas a 
short distance down. Attempts to dig fur- 
ther were futile on account of the in- 
creased flow of gas. 

Petroleum of excellent quality was found 
at a depth of 208 feet on the farm of J. T. 
Stovall, five miles southeast of Granite, 
close to Quartz mountain. Beds of sand 
strongly impregnated with oil Were dis- 
covered. The well is not a gusher. Beds of 
asphalt are near by in the Kiowa and Co- 
manche country, where a four-foot. vein of 
coal has also been discovered,

DOWNFALL OF LIEUT. MARTIN.
